Chicago U. Man Asserts 
Instructors 
Losing 
Sight of Goal 


(By tho Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, 111., Sept. I —America 
does not yet know how to educate 
was the declaration of Ernest D. 
Burton, Director of the University 
Libraries, made today in an address 
at the convocation of the University 
of Chicago. 
By far the larger share of edu­ 
cators have become so engrossed in 
the particular administrative task 
in which they are engaged that they 
have lost sight of the ultimate pur­ 
pose of the whole process, he said. 
“Many of us who are engaged in 
the work of teaching are a bit 
hazy and uncertain in our minds 
even as to the goal of the educa­ 
tive processes," he declared, “nor 
have we yet arrived at any satis­ 
factory solution 
of 
the question 
what education should be given to 
all the people and what should be 
reserved for special classes of the 
youth or those who are preparing 
for certain occupations. 
System Is Unjust. 
•‘It is manifest that the policy of 
carrying all children as far as they 
will go on the way to college and 
a bachelor’s degree letting those fall 
by the way who will, is grossly un­ 
just to that large majority whose 
destination is not the college but, 
the shop and household. 
•“Forty years ago it was a com­ 
mon observation that public schools 
were the safeguard of the coun­ 
t y and guaranteed its future wel­ 
fare. Yet at the same time we were 
affirming that the schools could not 
teach religion and 
virtually 
we 
meant by that to exclude also any 
systematic attempt to teach morality 
or to develop moral character. 
“The education of a 
democracy 
cannot be limited to the period of 
youth but must include systematic 
and organized effort for the educa­ 
tion of adults. 
' ‘The world is rapidly becoming 
democratic. But real democracy is 
not a matter of the external form 
of government. It is far more one 
of inner spirit, of vital relationships 
and of fundamental convictions. The 
transition to democracy involves a 
radical change in the thinking and 
attitude of the people. 
i“A pure democracy does not ex­ 
ist today. But the day of autocracy 
rapidly is passing and the great 
movement of the world’s thought 
and life is toward democracy. 
“In a real democracy where there 
is to be leadership but in which all 
the people are finally to pass judg­ 
ment on the plans which are work­ 
ed out for them by the leaders, 
there must be for all the people a 
measure at least of education and 
that of the right sort.”
